I prefer  where  there  is  an  oportunity  to  make  the  Survey  for  a 
lay  out  of  the  ground  as  it  is  very  important  to  know  something 
of  the  nature  of  the  Soil  as  we  have  Eight  Classifications  the  new 
School  may  have  more,  but  Eight  will  do  for  to  grow  Plants  in, 
if  we  have  Rain  and  the  Water  Sprinkler  and  Hose.

Spring  and  Fall  are  the  two  Best  Seasons,  but  the  Spring  is 
sometimes  of  such  short  duration,  much  planting  is  left  undone, 
so  fall  planting  for  Deciduous  Trees  and  Shrubs  do  quite  as  well.
